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(rf) 'coir products’ means mats and mattings, rugs and carpets, 
ropes and other articles manufactured from coir; 

(e) ‘coir yarn’ means yarn obtained by the spinning of coir; 

(/) ‘export’ with its grammatical variations and cognate expres- 
sions means to take out of the territories to which this Act extends by 
land, soa or air to any place outside India other than a, country or 
territory notified in this behalf by the Central Government by notifi- 
cation in the Official Gazette; 

(g) ‘Fund’ means the Coir Fund referred to in section 15; 

(h) ‘member’ means a member of the Board; 

(i) ‘prescribed’ means prescribed by rules made under this Act. 

CHAPTER H 
The Coir Board 

4 . Establishment and constitution of the Oolt Board. — (1) With efteoir 
from such date as the Central Government may, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, specify in this behalf, there shall be established for the 
purposes of this Act a Board to be called the Coir Board. 

(2) The Board shall be a body corporate by the name aforesaid, having 
perpetual succession and a common seal with power to acquire, hold and 
dispose of property, both movable and immovable, and to contraot, and 
shall, by the said name, sue and be sued. 

(3) The Board shall consist of a Chairman and such number of other 
members not exceeding forty as the Central Government may think ex- 
pedient, to be appointed by that Government by notification in the Official’ 
Gazette from among persons who are in its opinion capable of representing — 

(а) growers of coconuts; 

(б) persons employed by growers of coconuts; 

(c) manufacturers of coir products ; 

(d) dealers in coir, coir yarn and coir produots, including both- 
exporters and internal traders; 

(«) Parliament; 

(f) the Governments of the principal coconut growing States; 

{g) such other persons or olass of persons who, in the opinion of 

the Central Government, ought to bo represented on the Board. 

(4) The number of persons to be appointed as members from each of 
4he categories specified in sub-section (3), the term of office of, the proce- 
dure to be followed in the discharge of their functions by, and the manner 
of filling vacancies among, the members of the Board shall be suoh as may 
be prescribed. 

(A) Any officer of the Central Government when deputed by that Go- 
▼eminent in this behalf shall have the right to attend meetings of the 
Board and take part in the proceedings thereof but shall not be entitled 
|o vote. 

5. Vacancies, etc., not to Invalidate acts and proceedings.— No act 

or proceeding taken by the Board under this Act shall be questioned on 
jbhe ground merely of — 

(a) the existence of any vacancy hq or defect in the constitution 
ol, the Board; or 
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(b) any omission, defect or irregularity not affecting the merits of 
the case. 

6. Salary and allowances ol 0 hair man, — The Chairman shall be entitled 

[to such salary and allowances and shall be subject to such conditions of 
flervica in respect of leave, pension, provident fund and other matters ns 
may from time to time be fixed by the Central Government. 

* 

7. Vice-Chairman. — The Central Government shall appoint from among 
the members of the Board a Vice-Chairman, who Bhall exercise such of 
tha powers and discharge such of the duties of the Chairman 88 may be 
prescribed or as may be delegated to him by the Chairman. 

8. Executive and other Committees, — (1) There shall be an Executive 

Committee of the Board for the purpose of exercising such of the power* 
and performing .such of the duties of the Board as may be prescribed or 
as the Board may delegate to it. 

(8) The Executive Committee shall consist of — 

(t) the Chairman, 

(it) the Vice-Chairman, and 

(in') five other members elected by the members of the Board, 
from among themselves of whom two shall be Government officials. 

(3) Subject to such control and restrictions as may be prescribed, the 
Board may constitute other standing committees or ad hoc committees 
for exercising any power or discharging any duty of the Board or for en- 
quiring into or reporting and advising on any matter which the Board may 
refer to them. 

(4) A Standing Committee shall consist exclusively of members of tho 

Board. 

(6) An ad hoc Committee may include persons who are not members 
of the Board, but their number shall not exceed one-half of its strength. 

9. Secretary and stafl.' — (2) The Central Government shall, after con- 
aulting the Board, appoint a Secretary to the Board who shall exorcise 
■uoh powers and perform such duties as may be prescribed or as may be 
delegated to him by the Board or the Chairman, 

(8) Subject to such control and restrictions as may be prescribed, tho 
Board may appoint such officers and employees as may be neoessary for 
the efficient performance of its functions and pay them such salaries and 
allowances as it may determine from time to time. 

(3) The Chairman, Secretary and other officers and employees of tho 
Board shall not undertake any work unconnected with their duties under 
this Act except with tha permission of the Central Government. 

10. Function* of the Board. — (1) It shall be the duty of the Board €o 
promote by suoh measures as it thinks fit the development under the oon- 
firol of the Central Government of the Coir Industry. 

(8) Without prejudice to the generality of the provisions of sub-sec- 
tion (2), the measures referred to therein may relate to — 

(a) promoting exports of coir yarn and coir products, and carry- 
ing on propaganda for that purpose; 

'fi) regulating under the supervision of the Central Governmenl 
the production of coir yam and coir products by licensing coir spindles 
and taking other appropriate steps; 
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(0) undertaking, assisting or encouraging scientific, technological 
and economic research and maintaining and assisting in the main- 
tenance of one or more research institutes ; 

( d ) collecting statistics from manufacturers of. and dealers in, 
coir products and from such other porsons as may be prescribed, on 
any matter relating to the coir industry ; the publication of statistics 
so collected or portions thereof or extracts therefrom : 

(e) fixing grade standards and arranging for inspection of coir 
fibre, coir yarn and coir products: 

( j ) improving the marketing of coconut husk, coir fibre, coir yarn 
and coil products in India and elsewhere and preventing unfair com- 
petition ; 

(ff) piomoting co-operative organisation among pioduoers of coir 
fibre, coir yarn and cojr products; 

(h) ensuring remunerative returns to producers of coir fibre, coir 
yarn and coir products ; 

(1) licensing of warehouses and otherwise regulating tho stocking 
'and sale of coir fibre, coir yarn and coir products both for the internal 
market and for exports; 

(j) advising on all matters relating to the development of the coir 
industry ; 

(k) such other matters ns may be prescribed. 

( 3 ) The Board shall perform its functions under this section in accor- 
dance with and subject to such rules as may be made by the Central Gov- 
ernment. 

11. Dissolution of the Board- — (J) The Central Government may, by 
notification in the Official Gazette, direct that the Board shall be dissolved 
from such date and for such period as may be specified in the notification. 

(2) When the Board is dissolved imdor the provisions of sub-section (1) — 

( \a ) all members shall, from the date of dissolution, vacate their 
offices as such members; 

(ft) all powers and duties of the Board shall, during the period of 
dissolution, be exercised and performed by such person or porsons as 
the Central Government may appoint in this behalf; 

(a) all funds and other property vested in the Board shall, during 
the period of dissolution, vest in the Central Government; and 

(d) as soon as the period of dissolution expires, the Board shall 
be reconstituted in accordance with tho provisions of this Act. 

CHAPTER ni 

Control over the export of Coir Fibre, Coir Yarn and Coir 

Products 

12. Control of export of coir fibre, coir yarn and coir products No coir 

yarn or coir products shall be exported otherwise than under a general or 
special authorisation granted by the Board in the prescribed manner, and 
the provisions of the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (VIII of 1878) shall have 
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effect as if the provisions made by this section harl 'been made by notifica- 
tion issued under section 19 of that Act 1 

Provided that nothing herein contained shall apply to anv coir product 
diepatohed out ot the territories to which this Act extends by post or 
carried in a passenger’s luggage for his personal use : 

Provided further that the Central Government may exempt from the 
operation of this section cither absolutely or subject to specified conditions, 
tha export, of any coir fibre, coir yarn or coir product to any foreign settle- 
ment bounded by India, 


CHAPTER IV 

Finance, Accounts and Audit 

13. Imposition of a duty of customs on export of coir fibre, coir yarn 
and coir products.— (1) There shall be levied and collected as a cess for 
the purposes of this Act a duty of customs on all coir fibre, coir yarn and 
coir products which are exported at such rate not exceeding one rupee per 
hundredweight as the Oentral Government may notify In the Official 
Gazette. 

(2) The cess levied under sub-section (1) shall be in addition to any 
other duty leviable under the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (XXXII of 1934) or 
any other law for the time being in force and shall be collected by such 
agendas and in such manner as may be prescribed. 

14 Payment of proceeds of cess to the Board. — The proceeds of the 
cess levied under sub-section (1) of section 13 shall first be credited to the 
Consolidated Fund of India and the Central Government may thereafter 
from time to time pay to the Board from and out of such proceeds such 
sums of money as It may think fit after deducting the expenses of collec- 
tion. 

15. Constitution of Fund. — (I) There shall be formed by the Hoard a 
Fund to be called tho Coir Fund and there shad be credited thereto—- 

(a) the proceeds of the cess made over to the Board by the Oen- 
tral Government; 

( b ) any other feo that may be levied and collected under this Act 

or tho rules made thereunder. 

( 2 ) Tho Fund shall be applied towards meeting the expenses of the 
Board and the cost ot tha measures referred to in section 10, 

lfl. Borrowing powers of Board. — Subject to such rules us may be 
made in this bchalt, tho Board shall have power to borrow on the security 
of the Fund or any other asset for any purposes for wliieh the Fund may 
be applied. 

17. Accounts and Audit. — (7) The Board shall cause accounts to be 
kept of nil moneys received and expended by it. 

(0) The accounts shall be audited every year by auditors appointed in 
this behalf by the Contra! Government and such auditors shall disallow 
every item, which in their opinion is not authorised by this Act or any 
rule made or direction issued thereunder. 

(3) The Board may, within three months from the date of communica- 
tion to it of the disallowance of any item, bh aforesaid, appeal against snob 
disallowance to the Central Government whose decision shall be final. 
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CHAPTER V 

Control ey the Central Government 

18. Genera! control over acts and proceedings of the Board. — (2) All 
acts and proceedings of the Board shall be subject to the control of the 
Central Government which may cancel, suspend or modify as it thinks fit 
any action taken by the Board. 

(2) The Board shall carry out such directions as may be issued to it 
toy the Central Government for the efficient administration of thiB Act. 

(3) The records of the Board shall be open to inspection at all reason- 
able times by any officer authorised in this behalf by the Central Govern- 
ment. 

19. Beport and returns. — (2) The Board shall submit to the Central 
■Government and such authority as may be prescribed a report once in 
every six months on its activities and the working of this Act for the pro- 
■ceding bix months. 

(9) The Board shall prepare and Bubmit such other returns relating to 
the coir industry as may be required by that Government from time to 

time. 


CHAPTER VI 
Miscellaneous 

20. Penalties. — (2) If any person contravenes the provisions of section 
12, he shall be punishable with fine which may extend to five hundred 
rupees. 

(9) Any person who attempts to contravene or abets the contravention 
of the provisions of section 12 shall be deemed to have contravened those 
provisions. 

21. Offences by companies. — (2) If the person committing an offence 
under section 12 is a company, every person who at the time the contra- 
vention was committed was incharge of, aBd was responsible to, the com- 
pany for the conduct of the business of the company, as well as the 
company shall be deemed to be guilty of the contravention and shall be 
liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly: 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub-section shall render any 
auch person liable to any punishment, if be proves that the offence waa 
committed without his knowledge or that he exercised all due diligence 
to prevent the commission of such offence. 

\8) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (I) where an 
offence under section 12 has been committed by a company and it is 
proved that the offence has been committed with the consent or conni- 
vance of, or is attributable to any neglect on the part of, any director, 
manager, sccietavy or other officer of the company, such director, manager, 
secretary or other officer shall also be deemed to be guilty of that offence 
and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly. 

Explanation , — For the purposes of this section — 

(a) ‘company’ means any body corporate and includes a firm 
or other association of individuals; and 

(k) ‘director’ in relation to a firm means a partner In the firm. 
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22. Previous sanction of Central Government for prosecution. — No pro- 
secution for any offence punishable under this Act shall be instituted ex- 
-cept with the previous approval of the Central Government. 

23. Protection of action taken in good faith.— No suit prosecution or 

other legal proceeding shall lie against any person for anything in good 
iaith done or intended to be done under this Act or the rules made there- 
under. ' 

24. Power to delegate. — Tile Central Government may, by order notifi- 
ed in the Official Gazette, direct that any power exercisable by it under 
this Act may also be exercised in such cases and subject to such conditions, 
if any, as may be specified in the order by such officer or authority as may 
-toe specified therein, 

25. Suspension of operation of Act. — (I) If the Central Government ia 
-satisfied that oireurnstances have arisen rendering it necessary that certain 
of the restrictions imposed by this Act should cease to be imposed or if 
it considers it necessary or expedient bo to do in the public interest the 
■Central Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, suspend 
■or relax to a specified extent either indefinitely or for such period as may 
’be specified in the notification the operation of all or any of the provision* 
of this Act. 

(2) Where the operation of any provisions of this Act has under Bub- 
'S action (I) been suspended or relaxed indefinitely, such suspension or 
-relaxation may at any time while thiB Act remains in force be removed 
■toy the Central Government by notification in the Official Gazette. 

20. Power of Central Government to make ruloa. — (I) The Central 

-Government may, subject to the condition of previous publication, make 
-rules for carrying out the purposes of this Act. 

( 2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the fore- 
going power, such rules may provide for all or any of the following matter*, 
mamely : — 

(a) the constitution of the Board, the number of persons to be 
appointed as members from each of the categories specified in sub- 
section (3) of section 4, the term of office and the other conditions of 
aervice of, the procedure to be followed by, and the manner of filling 
vacancies among, the members of the Board; 

(f>) the circumstances in which, and the authority* by which, 

■ membors may be removed; 

(o) the holding of a minimum number of meetings every year; 

(d) the pay and allowances and other conditions of service of the 
•Secretary ; 

(e) the maintenance; of records of all business trafisacted at meet- 
ings of the Board and the submission of copies of such records to the 
-Central Government ; 

(/) the preparation of budget estimate of the receipts and expen- 
-diture of the Board and the authority by which such estimates should 
'be sanctioned; 

( g ) the conditions subject to which, and the mode in which, con- 
tracts may be made by or on behalf of the Board; 
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(h) the powers of the Board and the Executive Committee and) 
the Chairman, in regard to tho incurring of expenditure; and the re- 
appropriation of estimated savings m any budget head to another such 
head ; 

(i) the conditions subject to which tho Board may borrow; 

(j) the form and the manner in which accounts should be kept 
by the Board; 

(k) tho grant or issue of licences and authorisations under this 
Act and the foes to be levied in respect of such licences and authorisa- 
tions ; 

(/) the form of applications for licences and authorisations uuder 
this Act and the fee, if any, to be paid in respect of any such applica- 
tions , 

(m) the collection of any informal, ion or statistics in respect of 
the coir industry ; 

( n ) any other matter which is to be or may be prescribed. 

27. Power of Board to make by-laws. — (2) The Board may make by-laws 
consistent with this Act and the rules made thereunder, to provide for — 

(a) the dates, times and places of its meetings and of the meetings 
of the Executive and other Committees and the quorum tor such 
meetings, and the procedure) thereat; 

(ft) tho delegation of powers and duties to the Executive or any 
other Committee, or to its Chairman, Vice-Chairman, {Secretary or any 
other of its officers ; 

(o) the travelling allowances of members and of members of Com- 
mittees ; 

(d) the appointment, promotion and dismissal of its officers Mid 
other employees other than the Secretary and the creation and aboli- 
tion of their posts; 

(a) the conditions of service of its officers and other employees 
other than the Secretary including tlioir pay, leave, leave allowances, 
pensions, gratuities, compassionate allowances and travelling allow- 
ances and the establishment and maintenance of a provident fund 
for them ; 

(j) the maintenance of its accounts; 

( g ) the persous by whom, and the manner in which payments, 
deposits "and investments may lie made on its behalf; 

(h) the custody of moneys required for its current expenditure and 
the investment of moneys not so required; 

j(i) the preparation of statements showing tho sums allotted to 
departments of the Central and State Governments and other insti- 
tutions., 

(8) No by-law shall take effect until it has been confirmed by the Cen- 
tral Government und published in the Official Ga/.etto; and the Central 
Government, in confirming a by-law may make any change therein which 
appeal's to it to bo necessary. 

(8) The Central Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
cancel any by-law which it has confirmed and thereupon the by-law shall 
cease to have effect. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The coir industry has a definite role to play in our national economy. 
It is of very great economic importance to Travancore-Coohin where it i» 
concentrated and also, from tlio point of view of earning foreign exchange,, 
of importance to the whole countiy. It has, however, been passing through 
acute depression since the middle of 1952, as a result of a marked decline 
in exports. Willi a view to controlling production, improving its quality, 
weeding out tho undesirable elements in the export trade and developing 
the internal market so as to reduce the industry’s dependence on exports, 
it is considered necessary to establish a Kiatutory Board on the linos of 
Boards sot up for other plantation industries. 

2. In order to finance the development of this industry, it is proposed 
that a duty upto Re. 1 per owt. should he levied on coir fibre, coir yarn as. 
well as coir mats and mattings exported The levy at the maximum rate 
is expected to yield approximately Hr. 12 laths per year. The proceeds, 
will be allocated to the Hoard for the improvement and expansion ot the 
coir industry. 

3. The object of the Bill is to take powers for setting up a Statutory 
Board and for iinposiug the proposed duty of customs.

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Thq Coir Industry Bill, 1953, provides for the control by tho Union 
of the Coir Industry and for that purpose proposes to establish a Coir 
Board and to levy a customs duty on coir fibre, coir yarn and coir products 
exported from India. Under clause 4(3) of the Bill, the Board will 
have a Chairman, who will have to be paid such salary and allowances as 
may be determined by the Central Government. 

2. Under clause 9(1) of the Bill, a Secretary to the Board has to ho 
appointed for oxercising suoh powers and performing such duties as 
may be prescribed or as inav bo delegated to him by the Board or the 
Chairman. Under clause 9(2) of the Bill, tho Board may appoint such 
officers and employees as m'ay he necessary for the efficient performance 
of its functions and pay them such salaries and allowances as iL may 
determine from timo to time. 

3. Provision has been made under clauses 0 and 9(2) of the Bill for 
the framing of Rules by the Central Government, infer alia for fixing 
the salaries and allowances payable to the Chairman and other officcrs- 
and employees and the conditions of service in respect of leave, pension, 
provident fund. 

4. It is not possible at the present stage to indicate what expenditure 
will bo incurred on the proposed Coir Board. It is, however, estimated 
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4hat initially, the expenditure will not exceed Re. 6 lakhs per year, which 
will be met from the Coir Fund, proposed to be formed under section 
IB of the Bill.
